JT has been often remarked fince tli e^ revival of the Art s, that though Eng- 
land hadproduced many extraordinary Statefmen, Generals, HiftorianSj, 
and Poets, yet Ihe had never given birth to one celebrated Painter. — • 
This obfervation is now become obfolete, and may fafely be contradi£?- 
ed ; as all Europe feems at prefent to look on us with a jealous eye, 
beholding an affemblage of Artifts excellent in a very high degree, in 
the feveral branches which they profefs ; fo that if works fuperlatively 
fine, are to be fought after in Painting or Sculpture, London mufl: take 
the lead, as it is acknowledged the Centre of Perfe£lion ; the Profeffors 
having the Glory of annihilating the obfervatron above alluded to, and by 
their Diligence, Tafte, and Genius proving that her Citizens are not only 
equal, but fuperiorin the fineArts to the reftof themoft refined nations. It 
muft be confeffed, however, that the profpect of improvement was gloomy 
and unpromifmg, and the progrefs to the prefent Urate was libw and gra- 
dual, owing to fome unaccountable fatality: it feemed as if all Genius 
and Talents in that way were frozen up, or impoflible to be called forth 
into adion, as it appears there was not wanting encouragement in the 
Princes who governed this Country, for even the boifterous and fierce 
Harry, encouraged many Artift's ; partly protedled * Holbein, and 

revered 

* It 19 recorded that a Nobleman of high rank forced himfelf (malapropos) into Holbein's room whilfc 
he was painting a Lady, and' the Painter raflily threw Kim down flairs; but recolleaing himfelf,. he 
flew to the King to implore his clemency— The King prcmifed him pardon if the flory he told Was 
true j at the inflant the Lord arrived to copglain of the infult, but unfairly concealed the provocation,

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revered Ms Talents, of which inftances are recorded, and monuments 
of the Pencil of that celebrated Mafter, are ftill preferved and admired. 
In the reign of Elizabeth that glorious Queen, though not prodigal, yet 
{he difpenfed her bounties to thofe Painters who prefented' themfelves 
.at her Court, Zuccaro, De Heere, Kettel, &c. and fat to each of them 
for her Portraits The next ceutury in the reign of thzt -polite genfkmaM 
Charles the^ fi,rft ; a group, of the moft renowned Painters toak fhelter in 
his. Court, and were, then bidding fair to found a fchool and , academy 
that would have furpaffed all our neighbours, when a deluge of fana- 
ticifm overturned ti^e conftitutioii, and laid the Arts proflrate from 
which lethargic ilate though there has been fome little glimmerings or 
-ftruggles, yet the bright revival of them was referved till the glorious 
,^ra of his prefent Majefty's Acceffion to the Throne, by whofe gracious 
proteclioii, foftering kindoefs, and bounty, that fpark of genius which 
.was barely feen has been blown into fo full a blaze, as to draw the 
.attention of all Euro.pe towards this Country, and give us that decided 
.pre-eminence which we are entitled to boaft of, as it produces fo much 
national utihty and profit. It is in this place proper to obferve, that 
from the enlightened days of Charles the firfi:, thro' the gloomy ages 
that followed down to the prefent times, there has not been wanting a 
fuccefnon of Noblemen, Gentlemen, and others, known by the appella- 
tion of Connoiffeurs, who have been by fome erroneoufly looked upon 
in an invidious light, as negleaing the living merit. To thefe colleaors, 
however, and to their care and diligence, it is owingthat we have thofe 
beautiful Repofitories of Art, which have been tranfmitted from hand 

to 

which being perceived by the angry Monarch, he reproached him, and broke out in that memorable 
fpeech, viz. - You have not to do with Holbein, but with me ; ,1 tell you, of feven Peafauts I can 
I' make as many Lords, but not one Holbein ; begone, and remember that if you ever pretend to re- 
rengeyourfelf, I flialUook upon any Injury done to the Painter as done to myfelf." 
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to hand to the prefent day, and without the affiftance of thefe colleC'^ 
tions, and the rich ftores of tafte and knowledge they contain, we 
might flill have remained in ignorance; they have alfo been the means 
of ftimulating the riling generation with the ardent delire of equalling 
Raphael, Coregio, Carracci, and Guido, and accelerating that happy and 
defirable period which we were labouring to attain. Amongfl: thofe wor- 
thy and refpedable charadlers who have contributed to the prefervation 
of thofe choice memorials of the Old Mafters, we mufl; give a tribute of 
our praife and gratitude to the Memory of the late John Barnard, Efq. 
who by his tafte, diligence, and an unbounded expence, formed the 
beautiful Colledlion now under our confidejation, felefted from the 
moft conliderable Cabinets that have been difperfed in Europe for ages 
paft. The beauties of which with the utmoft liberality he was ever 
ready to exhibit to the Artift ' for inftrudion, or the Connoiffeur for 
pleafure. 

In this Colledion it may be faid with confidence will be found Cu- 
riolities of the divine Raphael, and the various Schools of Italy ; as alfo 
the* Elite of the Works of Rubens, Van Dyke, and the other Flemifh 
and Dutch Mafters. Thefe Drawings are in a ftyle that will convey 
knowledge even to our moft learned and eminent Artifts, and in many 
refpeds are preferable to Pidures, for they exhibit that enthufiaftic 
rapture which infpired the painter at the inftant he conceived the bold,^ 
the great, or the elegant idea^-and by the help of them, the very mind 
and foul of the man is traced out and difclofed, more than in a laboured, 
poliftied Pidlure ; therefore they cannot be too highly eftimated, or too 
intently ftudied. The fources from whence Mr. Barnard drew fuch

* Lord Sommer's Cabinet of Drawings was formed by that ingenious and learned ConnoifTeui', 
Padre Refle, for Monf. Marchetta, Bifhop of Arezzo. On the death of the Bifhop, Mr. John Tahl- 
man a gentleman who relided in Italy, wrote to Dr. Aldridge Dean of Chrift Church, recommending 
the CoUedlon, (which letter may be feen in Batho's CoUeftion of the Duke of Buckingham's Piftures, 
dated at Florence, 2d March, 1 710. In confequence the CoUedtion was purchafed by his Lordfhip.)

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J T niay not be improper, in this place, to give feme account and ex- 
plication of fuch marks and letters as we have found on many of the 
drawings in this colledion. 

Is the mark of king Charles the Firft on drawings. 

On the Arundel colle6tion. Thefe two marks are often accom- 
panied with the name of the mafter, wrote on the drawings in a 
very fine Italian hand ; which was done by Nicholas Laniere, a painter, 
employed by the King and Lord Arundel to purchafe drawings for them 
in Italy. 

PHj '^^^ initials of Philip Henry L'Anchrlnck, Efq. both on prints 
and drawings. He was page to Charles the Firft, and a coUedor at 
that time. 

P L ^'^^ Peter Lely, a name well known ; a great colledtor of both 
prints and drawings, in the reign of Charles the Second ; gene- 
rally good. His fale lafted forty nights. 

A "^--^T^s and often a fmali was the mark of Jonathan Richard- 
^y^^^ fon, an eminent portrait painter, who had a very large 
and good colleftion of drawings, and a few good prints, which were 
fold after his death, in 1746. 





And generally followed by a little figure, wrote with a pen, is 
found on the drawings of Richard Holditch, Efq. a gentleman 
3 who 
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who had a fmsili and good cabinet both of prints and drawings : the for- 
mer were fold in his life-time, in 1744, and his drawings after his death, 
in 1 760. 

Is chiefly found on prints, and is the mark of that learned and in- 
II genious gentleman Martin Folkes, who was prefident of the Royal 
Society : his colle£tion was not large or regular, and his drawings but 
few, and fold after his death, in 1756. 




Is the mark of Sir Edward Allley, who purchafed Mr. Pond's col- 
ledtion of prints, which were very large, and generally fine. Sir 
Edward fold them by audion in i 760. — This is on prints only. 

Mn Arthur Pond, painter, had a large colledioa of drawings, which 
were fold, by auction after his death, in 1759. There was no mark on 
them, but his drawings have on the back, at the left hand corner, the 
number wrote with a pen, and often we find true A.Pond alfo at the 
other cornen 

On drawings, is the mark of John Peter Zoomers, a Dutch 
^ gentleman, he was a great friend to Rembrandt, at whofe houfe 
Rembrandt did many of his befl: pieces. 

We often find on the face of drawings a fmall letter, with a number 
following, wrote in a neat fmall hand— thefe, were in the coUedion of 
Lord. Sommers. 

^ John Tahlman, Efq. had borders with a variety of devices in bright 
burniflied gold round his drawings^ and fometimes you find three T's in

On the front of prints, and on the back of drawings, are the 
initials of Michael Rylhrack ftatuarj, who fold his colledlion in 
February, 1^64. He had but few drawings, but his prints were very 
numerous and fine. 

"P^tJ-^ On drawings., was Nicolini Haym, a Mulician, who fold his col- 
leftion in his life time in London. 



P The letters .found on prints that were colle£led by the Rev. Mr, 
Prideaux, they were aftervv^ards the property of a Colonel of that 
wame killed in America, in the campaign in 1757.

A very fmall R. done with a ftamp, is the fignature of Jonathan 
Richardfon, jun. fon of the painter ; who, after he had fold his father's 
cabinet, made a very large coiledion in 2. hurry. Sold after his death at 
Langford's, in February 1772. 

J/'JJ On drawings, is the mark of Van Haaken, a drapery painter^ 
about 1760. He had nothing very capital. 

On drawings, is Thomas Hudfon portrait painter, they were fold 
after his death in March, 1779. He had a large colledlion, and
